PREFACE 

All the oral evidence taken by the Committee has been published 
in the Minutes of Evidence. All the written evidence has been 
published with the exception of: — (a) letters written by members 
of the public relating to their individual cases ; ( b ) books, pamphlets, 
articles, etc., which had already been published elsewhere; (c) 
memoranda on matters clearly outside the terms of reference; 
(d) copies of letters, resolutions, etc., addressed to other bodies and 
sent to the Committee for information and ( e ) certain memoranda 
received after the closing date for the submission of written evidence. 

In most cases the written evidence of persons and organisations 
who gave oral evidence was printed with the minutes of that evidence. 
Certain supplementary memoranda were printed in Appendix II to 
the Minutes of Evidence. The evidence of persons and organisations 
who did not give oral evidence was printed in Appendix I. All 
these publications are indexed in Part 1 of this Index. 

The factual memoranda submitted by Government Departments 
in response to the Committee’s questionnaire were published in the 
six volumes of Memoranda submitted by Government Departments.
